Since Soviet BW capabilities also are related to the first 
tMO national intelligence objective* in DCID 4/2, tills 
ifftopment provides an adequate basis for review fey the IPC 
of m covert collection priorities in the light of 
Secretary Lovett’s letter. 


d. Another handicap to the collection of W Information has 

been the failure of anyone to develop adequate require- 
•snts. Intelligence research and production to date has 
not isolated the best Soviet Ifc? target, nor has it pro- 
viisi the precise data that would be needed to nount a 
special operation against such a target. 

e. Bjr agreement reached in the IAC* U August (DC ID 3/4), 

primary responsibility for intelligence production in Btf 
is charged, to Departaumt of Defence intelligence agencies, 
and an iaproved intelligence research effort is largely 
dependent upon the Service©, However, CIA can work to 
improve the situation within its area of primary responsi- 
bility, intelligence production on basic research in the 
biological sciences (See QSI plan at TAB C). 

f. This Agency ean also insure that a coordinated effort is 

being mode to improve BW intelligence by reviewing the 
problem at an early date in the IAC, and fey providing a 
close working-level relationship through the establish- 
ment of a working conference on biological intelligence 
under the Scientific Estimates Committee. 

4 * CQNCLOSIQ&S.— -Within the role of this Agency, the present situa- 
tion with respect to inadequate information of Soviet BW activi- 
ties can be improved fey taking the following actions

a. Increase the BW covert collection effort coasmen surat e with 

over-all priorities as reviewed and determined fey the IPC. 
(O/IC will raise this question with the IPC at its next 
meeting, if it is not raised fey a Department of Defense 
representative. ) 

b. Obtain a higher priority from TJSCJ8 fear exploitation of 

pertinent special intelligence. (O/si, with O/CI, will 
develop an appropriate presentation to U30IB.5 

\C* Intensify intelligence research and production on basic 
biological sciences. (See O/SI plan at TAB C.) 

d. Insure that a fully coordinated plan to improve Bn intel- 
v ligenee Is being developed fey the intelligence agencies fey:
